At the clo se o f his address Sunday 
night be was co mpletely exhausted. 
Dro ps o f perspiratio n which he had 
shaken fro m his face glistened upo n 
bis sho ulders like dro ps o f rain. 
He 
was bathed in perspiratio n and his 
co llar dro o ped like a handkerchief 
abo ut his neck. 
Every o unce o f nervo us fo rce bis 
stro ng bo dy co uld generate be threw 
into bis appeal and when he ceased 
speaking he was near to fainting.

Gov ernor Deneen will receiv e be­ 
fore long from Secretary of W ar Taft 
the standards of sev eral Illinois regi­ 
ments which were captured in battle 
by Confederate 
forces during 
the 
Qiv il war and which afterward were 
recaptured by Union troops or were 
surrendered by the enemy when Ap- 
promattox brought an end to the con­ 
flict. 
Not the same glory attaches to the 
possession of a flag once lost by its de­ 
fenders that holds to colors won on 
the field, but undoubtedly all of these 
Illinois standards were lost because of 
ov erwhelming 
odds, 
and doubtless 
also the surv iv ing members of the 
regiments which lost them will be 
glad to get them back to put up in 
the headquarters room of the Grand 
Army of the Republic or to add them 
to the collection in Memorial hail in 
the state house. 
Under the terms of the joint reso­ 
lution which authorizes the secretary 
of war to return Union and Confeder 
Rowland i ate baUle flag8 the surrendered stand­ 
ards are to be sent to the gov ernors of 
states for such final disposition as 
they may determine. 
This means 
tha t if the members of the old Uri­ 
nate v olunteer regiments desire to lay 
hands on the flags once more they 
must write to Gov ernor Deneen. 
h i s t o r y of a n o t h e r k i nd . 
There are two flags with histories of 
another color. To the gov ernor of 
Louisiana will go the standard of that 
Twelth Volunteer infantry of that 
state. The flag was captured J uly 20, 
1861, at Peach Tree Creek, by the One 
Hundred and Fifth Illinois infantry . 
The standard of the Eighteenth A la ­ 
bama infantry will be sent to the gov ­ 
ernor of that state in accordance with 
the will of congress.
